Cole introduced a bill to farther define the 
qualifications of members of Congress. It 
provides that no person shall be eligible to 
either House of Congress who has voluntarily 
borne arms against the United States, while a 
citizen thereof; or who has voluntarily given 
aid, countenance, counsel or encouragement 
to persons engaged in armed hostility thereto; 
or who has sought or accepted, or attempted 
to exercise the functions of, any office what- 
s@ver under any authority or pretended au- 
thority in hostility to the United States; or 
who has yielded voluntary support to any 
pretended government, power, authority or 
Constitution, in the United States, hostile 
thereto. Referred to the Jndiciary Commit- 
tee, and ordered printed.

The 
disaster is attributed to the incorrectness of 
the charts of this group of islands. The ex- 
istence of Enderby's 
Phcenix Island,is laid down on the English 
Admiralty charts as doubtful, and in the 
charts of Capt. Titmarsh, of the Golden 
Sunset, Phoenix Island is not laid down at 
all. ‘The British Commissioners at Honolulu 
investigated the circumstances of the disaste: 
and acquitted the captain and officers from 
all biame. The shipwrecked persons re- 
mained eleven days on the island, when they 
were taken off by the Kamehameha for Hono- 
lulu. One white man and two Hawaiians, 
employed by a*guano company, resided on 
Takeche’s Island, and shared their slender 
stock of provisions with the shipwrecked 
party. The vessel will prdéve a total loss. 
She was an iron vessel, of 628 tous burden, 
With iron lower masts and wire rigging. She 
broke up on the eighth day after the wreck, 
and portions of her cargo of coal, as well as 
her cabin furniture and provisions, . were 
being washed ashore daily. Her rs 
and evew..arrivéd thera to-day om the bark 
Camden.
